Guakusrzansr'a inquiry —~ “What's in a 
name ?”—has been answered. There is that 
‘ in it which will induce a newspaper like the 
London Tinea’ to devote a full page anda 
half to sheor, stark, staring nonsense, mis- 
chievous drivel. We allude, of course, to 
the anti-war udumbrations of Totsrot, 
some of which we reproduce in onr issue of 
to-day. There ara a great many people 
who believe in Tolstoism; some of them 
have been‘airing their shaky logic lately in 
the corvespondenve columns of our Kobe con- 
temporary, theChrouicle, Itis believable that 
had Toxsror’s letter to the Times been signed 
by the Russian equivalent of John Smith,” 
the page and a half of the Th wnderer’s space 
would have heen otherwise engaged. Torsror 
is insane. There ia no doubt of it, He 
may be on eertdin grounds compured with 
W. T. Sreav ; but in the latter case we ara 
~ enabled to see some method in the mania, 
Toxgror’s philosophy—for it is as pbiloso- 
pher rather than uovelist that he claime 
such universal attention —is a suicidal one. 
Im that immoral book, the Kvenlter Sonata 
—innuoral in ita teaching, as well as 
indelieate in its. oxpressiun—Toxsroy 
struck the note which carned for him 
“his fame, or notoriety. We need not 
Gwell upon it: i ia of a piece with his 


Jatest lucvbrations in the , Times, 
natural, unreasonable, anarchistic, tending | 
toa surer destruction than is the war at 
which he girds. “Pozdnyscheff,” the 
character used by Toxstor as 9 mouthpiece, 
admitted that‘his neighbours looked upon 
him ns cracked; and in bie Confession, 
Torsrot felt he wus “not quite mentally 
sound.”” Norpau sees in that admission a 
flush of s}{-knowledge ou the part of the 
Count. Those who have read My Religion 
—one of the most plausible and yet mis- 
taken commentarioa on the New Testament 
ever written—will remember that Toustor, 
in the usual way of the ill-halanced inquirer, 
arrived ut the verge of pessimism and eui- 
cide simultaneously. Heé saved himself on 
the brink of the pit by embracing 2 senti- 
menial antbropomania; and by pouring the 
vials of his hate on the knowledge of science 


un- ¢ 


which bad driven him into danger. In his 
Confession, thie great Russian, philosopher, 
who bas probably destroyed more natural 
bappinces than Naroreom with his armies 
manugeil to do, denies to the natural sciences 
all claim to usefulness; His unphilosophic 
notions of science may be recognised 
in his Freitt of Enlightenment. He is 
a notable exemplar of the vast army of 
Povvarns‘and Pecvcnets who deduce from 
Science Siftings the guiding principles of 
many a‘grand mistake. Toxsro1, with his 


poetic, vivid treatment of a masa of half- 
{ruths, is more terriblo thay an army with 
banners. ‘His-adoption and partial perver- 
sion of the theme ZF Roveszav is, like hie 
sublimely unthinkable altruism, and unlike 
his Buddhistic negat@g_of all the human 
instincts, a taking ne Fortunately, in- 
tinct is a persistent motor, apt to outwear 


| mistaken morals and fulse philosophies. 


Toustor, as we have suggested, muat be 
accolnted responsible for the setting back 
of a few human clocks, disgearing ‘the 
mental mechanisms of impressionable you'h; 
but the unchecked flight of time finds man 
in the nggregate preity much’ as he wis 
when. the Oxyrbynchus papyri were written, 
fighting and loving, worrying and rejoicing 
over the trifles that make the sum of human 
things. Thus, despite Toraror1, and the

RUSSIA'S SUBMARINE DISASTER. 


. The accident to the Russian submarine 
Delfin ut St. Petersburg on June 29th was 
partly due to the excessive number of the crew, 
who were mostly inoxperienced mon, It was, 
howover. precipitated by the unfortunate at- 
tempt of one man to escapo while hia comrades 
were screwing down the hatch. 

The officers and mon getailed for submarine 
instrnotion were ordered to assemble in the 
Baltic Yard. Three officers decided to go down 
in the Delfin, althou,h the ecaptsin was not 
present, relying on the experience of her skilled 
crew. A score of novices were anxious to take 
part in the mancuvre. The nominal crew of 
the Delfin was ton, but thirty-two mon wont on 
board, bringing .the hatch down to a polnt 
dangerously level with the river. Just then o 
tug passod, sending a heavy wash, some of 
which splashed into the submarize's hall, 
creating a panic among tho novices. One of 
them. tried to got ont of the manhole, which 
the older hinds wero screwing preparatory to a 
descent, the submerging compartment having 
already been opened. os 

Tho water rushed in, and as the submarine 
was on the point of going down in the ordin- 
ary manner, she was suddenly swamped, and 
sunk like a stone. 

‘Tho officers and men who wero ‘saved were 
blown up through the manhole by the rush of 
escoping ir. The Delfin was shortly after- 
wards raised: 

Lieutenant Elagnuin, who was saved, describ- 
ing the accident, ssid: “ It is all like a dream. 
I remember a rickening sense of suffocation 
from the fames of the storage batteries, and 
then came the rush of nir and water. When I 
recovered consciousness T was on shore.” *— 

The Deljin was Russia's best submarine, and 
was invented: by the. naval architect, M. Boub- 
noff, and Captain Beklemishoff. She under- 
went o successful trial in 1903. 


HONGKONG COOLIES IN RAND. -

“Tho Chiness Government belioved Russia's 
warnings against England, Japan and the 
States, and trusted her promises. And not 
without xeason, For they thought her more 
Asiatic than European, and more sinceré thon 
sophisticated, Was it not the meritime and 
trading nations who under tho lead of England, 
France, and the United States, had rviely 
awakened Ching from her sleep of ages? Was it 
not they who had sont wissionaries and {radersto 
make tronbla, and then dospatched soldiers and 
battleships to make war?

“T recoived a visit from the Russian Finance 
Minister, Witte, who developed his views on 
the ‘subject of the Monchurion railway and 
tho youte which, in his opinion, had hotter ba 
chosen ou the scoro of cheapnogs and ox. 
pediency. Once built, he said, it would lessen 
the dangor to be apprehended from Japan, Wut 
China ought not to be charged with its 
construction, heeanse it “would take her fully 
ten yeurs. I objectai that if the choice of a 
company’ wero left to Russia. sho would cou- 
utract it herself, and that a precedett would be 
createl for other Powers to ‘follow, He 
nuswered, that if we dissented China would 
nover, mako tho railway. and that in any case 
Russia ix minded to extend her line to Nipchu, 
and then to awuit a favourable moment. . But 
that she could not renew: her offer to help 
China, This view is, Witte's, but his ability 
ja made much of by the Tsar. JLobanoff, whom 
T have met on two oceasions, has never broached 
this subject.” . 

The next telegram is dated three days later, 
and rung thas:—" When an Ambassador has 
once presonted ‘his credontials it is not usual 
for him: to‘ receive a second andionce. Yot 
the Tear has receivel me again in his private 
apartmont, my sou, Li Ching Feng. being the 
only other person present. ‘Che pretext was 
Hia Majesty's wish to take over the presents, 
And this is what ho said: ‘ Russia owns vast 
territories which are but thinly populated. 
Therefore sho will not trespass upon oa foot 
of soil which is the property’ of othors. 
Moreover, tho tios which bind her to Chins 
aco very intimate. Hence her only motive 
in desiring the junction of the railwaya 
through Manchuria is the quick 
ance, of traops for the purpose of effec:

_ Li Hung Chang's secret despatches, of which 
those extracts give 8 fair notion, throw an 


interosting light upon Russia’s Far 
Enstern policy and the circuitous ways 
in which it was ‘carried ‘out. On the 


one hand,the Foreign Minister’ was weaving 
aweb around Li Hung Chang in St. Petors- 
burg, while on the other hand the Russian 
Ambassador wus alternately 
menacing the Chinese Foreign Office in Peking, 
ignorant of the doings. of his chief. Two 
seoret trenties were thus being simultancously 
negotiated, both ruinous to China, tho one 
pernicious in the positive dogree, and the 
other in tho superlative. If Li Hung Chang 
could be induced to ratify. the latter, the 
efforts of Count Cassini, in favour of the 
former, might be ignored or disavowed, But 
the curious point of the matter is that Russia's 
strongest Jever was the fear of Great Britain 
and Japaa with which she successfully inspired 
Chins. Her dole’ object in making the Man- 
churian railway, was to shield China from the 
infamous designs of the Maritime Powers, and 
her resolve to build it horself was inspired by 
the wishto got it done soon onough to counter. 
act the aggressive moves of Japan and Great 
Britain, who might brew trouble vory soon, Li 
Hung Chang was assured. And so anxious was 
Russia to discharge this friendly office for 
China, that unless she were permitted 
to do 30, she thratened to join Ch'no's 
enemy, Japan! We hava. thus two ourious 
pictures of Muscovy in difforont and indeed 
contradictory réles: in the one sho is making 
love to the ‘ yellowskins,’ revealing to them the 
wicked machinations of the Maritime Powers, 
and uttering tho words of friendly warning : 
* Peoples of the Mongolian race! Preserve your 
‘most suc ed inheritance from the designs of 
“the white faces!’ In the second, which ‘is 
pefore our eyes to-day, we behold Christian 
Russia warning Europe with prophetic yoice 
against the wicked muchinations, of the ' yellow. 
skins.’ At prosent the ‘ yollow peril * is said to 
be threatening the trade, religion and civiliga- 
‘tion of the white races. Itis doubtless fair to 
say that Russ‘a’s friendship was as sincere und 
her warnings as well grounded in the one case 
asin the other, Tho upshot of these negotia- 
tions was the following (reaty.

the Boxers were proparing. Indeed, Cutholic 
missionaries, whe aro well informed, assert that 
the Muscovite autholities wero well aware of 
the troubles brewing in Chiua, and watchful 
subjects of the Dowager Em prevs of the Celestial 
Kingdom aver that Buddhist priests who owed 
‘allegiance to the Tsar went about from place to 
place fomenting the discontent and inflaming 
the pussions of the people, For at first the 
movement wus believed to be directed solely 
against the Maritime Powers, Hence Russia 
wing the friond might play the protitablo role of 
onlooker. It was she who had warned the un- 
sophisticated Chinese against the secret schemes 
of Great Britain, Japwu and the United States, 
and it was from her troops that the Manchu 
Dynasty and tho Chinese people would evon- 
tually expect aud receive timely succour. 
But when it turned out that the Boxors were 
making no invidivus distinctions between Mus- 
covy! and the Maritime’ Powers, * Russia * was 
s2ized with a veritable panic. 

Goneral. Kuropatkin, whose notions of 
China and the Chinese were clear und un- 
obscured by a knowledge of confusing facts, 
clahorated a scheme of policy towards. that 
country which was fully accepted and partly 
carried out by his Majesty the Tsar, Ho was 
wont. to assure bis friends that the periodic 
popular movements against foreigners thore 
might be uptly lik- ned to troublesome symptoms 
in the arm of a human being arising from the 
presenee of a splinter in the brain, Remove 
the splinter and the jerky movoments in the arm 
will forthwith cease. Now the Manchu Dynasty, 
he would add, is the splinter, and if Russia once 
seizes thot, tho administrative machine will 
workqu'te sinvothly, responding to the slightest 
touch of thu St, Petorsburg Government. And 
thé practical corollary which the Goneral drew 
from this theory was thut Peking must 
pe taken and the Emperor and Empress 
seized. “This was the ‘splinter theory’ 
to which he won over the Foreign Minister 
Muravief, and the Tsar, with the result that 
Russian troops were despatched to.co-operate 
with those of the cther Powers against Taku 
ond Peking. If the wily Dowager Empress 
and the weak-willel Bogdykhan hud uot prud- 
eally quitted the capital in time, the course of 
their lives, as well as that of Chinese history, 
would havo run very differently. But when the 
Russians forces reached ther destination, the 
‘ splinter’ had worked its way to a distant part 
of the body politic and was beyond the reach of 
the Muscovite surgeon. - ; 

Baffed in her. attempts to get holdg’ot 
the heads of the Manchu Dynasty, Russia 
reverted te her traditional policy of friendship 
jor China, She withdrew ber Embassy to 
Tientsin, in accordance with the wishes 
of the Ciiineso Court, urged the other 
Powers to fellow her exsmple, protested hor 
affection for China, and solemnly declared 
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that she neither needed nor coveted ‘any | 
territory there, and by way of proving her | 
disinterostedness - promise’ to evacuate Man- 

churia. These tranquillising assurances were 

repeated after the, Anglo-German Agreement 

was concluded on the 16th October, 1900, . 

One of the lessons which this seemingly 
wavering policy teaches—the only lesson which 
concerns diplomacy ut presont—is that. what- 
over else might change, the fundamental policy 
of * Ruasin’ was immutable. By hook or by 
crook she would become the heiress of the sick 
man of Chinu. Peaceful means would indeed be
